l)r. Harriss' pointed article strikes at 
a verv real grievance that oppresses 
everyone who wishes Canadian music to 
advance as it ought, and suggests the 
best way for its removal. Such an 
article from a gentleman whose best 
energy has been so consistently devoted 
to national advance deserves a wider 
reading than it can secure in a college 
paper, but we can promise for it the 
keenest approval of everyone within 
whose limitations the subject falls. 

Some time ago we received a letter — 
unsigned — from a student, drawing at- 
tention to the conduct of certain irre- 
pressibles upon the occasion of their 
spying the head of the University walk- 
ing by their building. We could not 
print the letter, because of many 
reasons, but its charge is, alas, a very 
valid one, which calls up a dozen other 
instances of similar mistaken jovialities. 

In the instance we note it may be an 
-extenuating supposition that the youths 
mentioned were mightily stirred with 
surprise to find that the gentleman in 
whose person resides the majesty of a 
great University walked about like 
common men. These will grow older to 
know the Principal as the friendly and 
approachable man he is. But upon the 
best authority we know of other inci- 
dents in which it is somewhat humiliating 
not to be able to offer any better 
apology for the offenders than plain 
disregard of commonest civility. 

Principal Peterson stands for the 
mind that directs the College, in him 
is vested its highest authority. When 
other institutions or individuals wisli to 
<lo us honour, he it is who represents us. 
Is it not fitting that here at home, about 
the College', we should individually ten- 
der him all the respect we feel for the 
institution in whose growth Dr. Peter- 
son has achieved so much? 



The Status of the 
Musical Profession. 

The elevation of the musical profes- 
sion in Canada is to-day exactly where 
it was twenty-five years ago in regard 
to its university status. Until the 
higher educational bodies of this Do- 
minion do their duty by music, i.e. — as 
a profession worthy to rank with those 
other of the professions honoured in the 
sight of men— just so long must those 
of us who hold our professional calling 
in life as musicians first and above all 
other considerations continue to work 
in an atmosphere shorn of our rightful 
position. 

The chartered educational institutions 
of Canada during the past twenty-five 
years have done their duty by every 
profession in every walk of life save in 
that of music ; furthermore, the majesty 
of the law lends dignity and strength 
thereto by making criminal the practice 
of these professions without legitimate 
qualifications. 

Music has an undoubted right to claim 
the just and earnest attention of those 
dignitaries who exercise university con- 
trol, and when the universities of 
Canada do more for the neglected pro- 
fession of music they will only be ful- 
filling the measure of a righteous debt 
long since owing to those of us who 
regret the lukewarmness hitherto dis- 
played by the higher educational bodies 
of this Dominion in having failed thus 
far to recognize and to compel through- 
out our country the recognition of music 
as a profession, and the equal of those 
professions for the pursuit of which 
they offer so many facilities. 

Musicians who go abroad for special 
study and thereby — some of them — legi- 
timately qualify to practise music as a 
source of education to others and as 
a means of livelihood unto themselves 
are envied their good fortune by col-

leagues who would and could take g 
university course at home and qualify 
tor the highest degree were such open 
to them. As a matter of common knowl 
edge that opportunity is not given to 
them at this hour of writing by any 
university in the Dominion. 

Clergymen, doctors, barristers, ( n- 
gineers, architects, dentists, agricul- 
turists, veterinary surgeons, and railroad 
men; are not all these written in the 
book of McGill? Why then should not 
music be so written? Tn short, this 
wonderfully abundant and prosperous 
land surely could boast somewhere a 
chair of music, the maintenance of which 
would cost so little, yet mean so much ; 
then would follow, ' ^\ an authorize! 
association of t!:e <yr liMed teachers of 
the musical profession throughout the 
Dominion, which would remove, once and 
for all, from amongst us those — whose 
names arc legion — who enter without 
the slightest rhyme or reason musically 
our profession; and by their display of 
crass ignorance and utter incompetency 
make the name of music and its legit- 
imate calling a by-word amongst the 

educated.

G. K. Chesterton 

"The immortal writer, \ conceive, 
is commonly he who does something 
universal in a special manner. I mean 
that he does something interesting to 
all men in a way in which only one 
man or one land c:in do. n So says 
Mr. Chesterton in hie study of Dickens, 
and one might well turn the words to 
apply them to himself. One may not 
say, indeed, that the brilliant and 
prolific essayist now r contributing his 
almost daily articles to London papers 
and reviews is an immortal writer, but, 



certainly, he is doing that universal 
thing — essay writing in a way very 
specially his own. 

Of Mr. Chesterton 's personality the 
present writer has learned nothing ex- 
cept through his own pages. The obser- 
vation has come from somewhere that 
he resembles Johnson, but as the same 
observation has been made of men > 
letters so diverse as Carlyle and Wil- 
liam Morris, it does not seem to be 
worth very much. Yet the comparison 
is not quite meaningless. The numerous 
essays signed G. K. Chesterton in the 
London Daily "News, " the " Speaker, ! 9 
and other English papers, the collec- 
tions entitled Heretics and the Defend- 
ant, the more serious critical works such 
as the Browninrj in the English Men of 
Letters series, and the recently published 
Dickens, A Critical Study, the unclassi- 
fiable longer works, such as The Napoleon 
of Nottinghill and The Club of Queer 
Trades — all these are full of the essen- 
tial qualities of "good talk," which 
may be the reason why the name of 
their author has been coupled with that 
of the prince of talkers. One may even 
press the point a little further and say 
that the modern essayist, like his great 
pr0totype y is a dogmatic talker. One 
has a faint suspicion that all M gOod, ,J 
that is to say, all effective talkers are 
a little dogmatic. To be convincing one 
must first be convinced. Four horizon- 
broad liberal philosopher is afraid of the 
sharp edges and thrusting points of 
emphatic assertion. 

Mr. Chesterton is always asserting, 
generally he is asserting a negative 
argument against commonly-accepted 
views, or it he happens to agree with 
a popular judgment he exercises his wit 
in showing that his ground of belief is 
something different from that popularly 

expressed. The method of his attack 
is to pour out on his imagined oppo- 
nents a broadside of paradoxes, so 
varied, so original, so whimsical, that 
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the opposition of the reader gives place 
to astonishment and admiration. Not 
that Mr. Chesterton is always arguing, 
nor does he delight to put himself in an 
antagonistic attitude toward his genera- 
tion. On the contrary, he is a person 
of the widest sympathies, the most 
democratic spirit. He likes to explain 
and to appreciate, as well as to com- 
bat. But there are things which bis 
soul hates, and he is constrained to turn 
the forces of his talent against them. 
He hates pessimism and croaking, and 
everything which implies disbelief in the 
better possibilities of human nature. He 
despises also shallow or trite generalities, 
meaningless fads, popular catch words, 
and takes delight in exposing them. Or, 
again, he takes the attitude of the de- 
fendant — as in his volume of that name, 
and vigorously fights for an apparent 
eccentricity which the rest of the world 
is condemning. So we find him in one 
essay — Sandals and Simplicity — tearing 
in pieces the lately erected ideal of 
"the simple life, ' ' which, he declares, 
owes its exist (Mice to very artificial fabri- 
cators: "-They would make us simple, 9 p 
he says, "in the things that do not mat- 
ter — that is, in diet, in costume, in eti- 
quette, in economic system. But they 
would make us complex in the things 
that do matter — in philosophy, in loyalty, 
in spiritual acceptance, and spiritual re- 
jection There is more simplicity 

in the man who eats caviar on impulse 
than in the man who eats grape-nuts 
on principle. ' 9 

Again, taking up the other character- 
istic attitude, he writes such defences 
as that "Of Rash Vows"— to select 
one out of many, and supports those 
who vow away their liberty against the 
popular conception that liberty is every- 
thing, and that all vows imply tyrannical 
restraint. His argument here is that 
the fear of committing oneself by a vow 
is a species of modern cowardice which 
is satisfactory to no ardent spirit. 



"They have invented a phrase," he 
says, "that is a black and white con- 
tradiction in two words — 'free-love' — as 
if a lover ever had been, or ever could 
be, free." And, later, he describes a 
man who is endeavouring to be a free 
lover as pursuing a course something 
like "endeavouring to be a married 
bachelor or a white negro." 

Aristotle's well-known principle of ex- 
pressing "subtle thought in simple 
language ' 9 is carried one step further by 
Mr. Chesterton. He expresses intangible 
ideas in illuminated picture writing, 
gives us philosophy in snapshots. An 
article on Short Cats is so full of pic- 
ture ideas of a novel character that I 
should like to insert it entire. It loses 
much by dismemberment, but here are 
some stray cuttings: "It may easily 
happen to any of us to come across, 
either in our daily life or in our reason- 
ings about the nature of things, an 
apparent contradiction between two 
apparent truths." And he paraphases 
the statement thus: "It may easily 
happen to any of us (to take a simple 
example), to lock our maiden aunt in 
the pantry, and three minutes after- 
wards to see her running with immense 
rapidity along the distant horizon/' 
Then, after a marvellously ingenious 
series of possible explanations, he con- 
tinues the illustration, speaking of The 
severely rationalistic type of thinkers 
who say at once that two contradictory 
facts cannot exist. They assert one and 
deny one, or deny both : 1 4 They will 
say that the aunt in the pantry must 
really be the cat. They will say that 
the aunt in the distance looks very like 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman. " 

A light ;nid skittish style of expres- 
sion this, remote enough from that of 
the great lexicographer. But how re- 
freshing it is! One imagines the con- 
ventional philosophers pouring scorn 
upon it. Even the literary critics of 
the traditional type are not over-friendly 
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t<» it. The general reader accepts it 
with thankfulness. 

The space at our disposal does not 
permit a review of the excellently illu- 
minating books on Browning and Dick- 
ens, nor, indeed, any comprehensive 
treatment of Mr. Chesterton's work, but, 
perhaps, enough has been said to waken 
in the mind of some reader of the 
Outlook, hitherto unacquainted with this 
modern successor to the great line of 



English essayists, some desire to seek 
solace in his sparkling pages. He will 
not look in vain! It is a miserable 
pessimism of the Anti-Chestertonian 
kind which persists in droning the 
elegy of all the giants of literature. 
The Macaulays, Lowells, and breakfast 
table autocrats may be dead, but the 
seed of the giants is with us still, and 
surely a lineal son of the old race is 
Gilbert Keith Chesterton.

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The Responsibility of the 
University to the Physical 
Welfare of its Graduates 

All honour to 4 4 Old McGiH" for 
her recent stand in connection with t he 
new movements of the C.A.A.U. 

The writer some four years ago ven- 
tured to predict to a friend that in a 
few years the colleges and Y.M-C.A, 
Athletic League would the the orJy 
amateur institutions in the country, and 
to our shame be it said, the day se p ms 
to be not far distant. 

Why the strong athletic clubs all over 
our land are openly encouraging profes- 
sional sport is not hard to see; but that 
they should do so is a disgrace to the 
young manhood of our fair Dominion. 

What do a few dollars of gate money 
more or loss moan in the long run, as 
compared to the enormous benefit.- to 
be derived from the member themselves 
taking part in the various sports? It 
is said in defence of these modern 
methods, that, as the older members of 
our athletic clubs can no longer be 
active participants, and that as the 
young men of to-day cannot afford to 
play the various games, they are willing 
to have them paid, while they, the older 
players, sit in the grand-stand and 
watch the youngsters win honour r-nd 
glory for the old club. Honour and 
ghuv, forsooth! A pretty name to 
call it! We have seen in Montreal some 
of this honour and glory won in the 

past under hidden professionalism. Mpb 
whom everybody knew to be paid, tak- 
ing every unfair advantage they cou!o 
of officials, rules, and opponents, and 
on several occasions going little short 
of murder to attain their ends. 



This talk of professionals and ama- 
teurs playing together is only a make- 
shift, and can never work light. The 
amateur's reason for playing is wry 
different from the professional's, ami 
the two cannot be reconciled. 

If our present games and sports are 
too expensive to play, I th as regards 
time and money, let us change them 
by all means, but do not let us deceive 
ourselves into thinking that the question 
settled because open professionalism 
is acknowledged as a paying polity by 
some clubs. 

What we as a nation are interested 
in most is: That our young people 
of both sexes shall be developed morally, 
mentally, and physically up to -hat 
standard that will enable them to fight 
the battles of life to the best advan- 
tage, and that they shall not become 
broken down and useless just at the age 
when their experience and wisdom would 
be of the m: si service. 

Under recent sporting policy what has 
1 i • one of that loyalty to club, school, 
and college we so proudly bo&st about? 
For years past every player that became 
prominent in our schools in hockey or 
football has been approached by some 
of the city rlubs and asked to plav, 
although the known policy in these 
schools is that players shall give their 
best time and energy to their own 
school. And not only have they bom 
asked to play, but money has been 
offered them to do so. The consequence 
of this has been that, in numerous in- 
stances, school teams have lost games 
they should have won, because the 
players were tired from practice or 
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match of the night before. 

Wisely, and fortunately, McGill has 
largely put a stop to this sort of thing, 
but the writer will never forget the 
utter surprise and indignation he felt 
one morning on reading that Mr. So-and- 
So, captain of the McGill hockey team, 
was expected to play with the Montreal 
Hockey Club! If that man was looking 
for glory and the good of his college 
only, the captaincy of a university team 
ought to have been enough for him. 

What our daily papers and periodicals 
are about I cannot understand. One 
player who has made himself conspicuous 
by his brutal play both on the ice and 
gridiron was last winter heralded by 
word and photo as one of Canada 's 
greatest sportsmen in a prominent 
illustrated journal. At the time of the 
desertion of McGill, mentioned above, 
not one city paper said a word con- 
demning the action, and, as a matter 
of fact, along matters pertaining to 
sport, it is only occasionally that one 
sees a criticism of hundreds of acts that 
were they to take place under different 
conditions would bring out a storm of 
protest. 

But enough of this unpleasant matter. 
The matter to be discussed now is what 
ought the University to do for its stu- 
dents that will enable them to graduate 
as well equipped physically as they are 
mentally? That this idea is growing 
cannot but be acknowledged, when one 
considers the many colleges and places 
of learning that are making the phy- 
sical department compulsory, and even 
raising it in some institutions to a level 



with all other studies. One of the very 
latest of these is the great movement 
in the University of Pennsylvania, under 
Dr. Tait McKenzie, and also at Amherst, 
where every student is compelled to 
learn swimming. Nor must we forget 
that McGill has but lately put into 
force a rule compelling all first and 
second year students at the Royal Vic- 
toria College to attend classes in the 
gymnasium. 

The trouble with our present system, 
in all colleges, with which the writer is 
acquainted, is, that only those men who 
are already fairly well equipped phy- 
sically are taking part in sport and 
recreation. 

A Roman Catholic priest made this 
remark to me some time ago, and it set 
me thinking. He said: * 1 Our colleges 
and schools are all wrong in this mat- 
ter. They get after the big, strong, 
husky young men to play football or 
hockey, and whatever else is going, and 
the poorly-developed young fellow, too 
timid and too frail to take part in 
strenuous sports, is left out to bury his 
nose in his books and further undermine 
his health.' 9 He then added, "I am 
constantly suffering from that very 
thing, and at times my body is a tremen- 
dous drawback to the proper fulfilment 
of my work. 79 I venture to say that 
hundreds of university graduates can say 
the same. 

Is it not too bad that in most col- 
leges to-day no student who fniUi fully 
attends all the lectures provided, and 
does the work required thoroughly, can 
pay the slightest attention to football, 
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hockey, skiing, gymnasium, and swim- 
ming; that it is only by sloping lec- 
tures or shaving a little time here and 
there that he can take thought as to 
how his poor body is standing the strain, 
and whether it will be any use to him 
when he gets through all his studies? 

Surely there is some workable scheme 
whereby the student may do the neces- 
sary amount of study and yet have time 
to do a little renovating and repairing 
to the machine itself! 

When the subject of physical train- 
ing in the public schools was first 
brought up, there was immediately an 
outcry against more work, 6 6 No time 
to do what we have already," said the 
opponents. But, fortunately, the wise 
ones persisted, and the time has been 
found, and who will venture to predict 
the results of this movement? 

It is not necessary, at least, should 
not be to-day, to demonstrate the neces- 
sity of physical training for those in 
all our educational institutions, no mat- 
ter whether they come from country or 
city; nor is it debatable that the best 
time to exorcise, or more properly 
Bpeaking, for body-building and cor- 
recting, is while the bones, muscles, 
and nerves are still in the process of 
formation, anywhere from childhood to, 
say, 25 years of age. 

Now that the schools are finding time 
in their overcrowded curriculum for 
some attention to the body, is it too 
much to hope that a university like 
McGill, famed for its medical graduates 
and widely-known scientific Faculty, 
should look into this matter very care- 
fully, and not only do what they are 
already doing well, but go a step 
farther and demand that every under- 
graduate in the first and second years, 
at least, shall put in one hour pel day 
in some systematic, bodily exercise, 
|CCOrding t<> the season of the year: 
football, track, and field athletics, cross 



country running in the fall; skating, 
hockey, gymnastic exercises, basket- 
ball, fencing, wrestling, and boxing for 
the winter; swimming and field athletics 
for the spring? 

1 trust the day is coming soon when 
no boy or girl will be allowed to pass 
through school until they know how to 
swim 100 yards. The girls' colleges are 
away ahead of the men in the attention 
given to the body, and as a result 
there has been a material increase in 
the size of the college girl graduate, 
and only recently the headmistress of a 
large English girls' school reports that 
she has had to raise the seats and desks 
in her class-rooms, as her girls are so 
much bigger than the average of ten 
years ago. 

Of course, a large number get through 
college, and their health appears to be 
all right, but they do so in spite of 
the conditions of student life and not 
because of them. I venture to say 
that hundreds of cases of break- 
down can be traced back to over-doing 
it at college. That as many failures 
in life are due to ill-health as to other 
causes, and, further, that in some in- 
stances the college graduate descends to 
a life of crime because of some 
abnormally of the body. The recent 
case reported from New York exempli- 
fies, and is but one of many. 

In the case referred to, a boy had 
been brought to the attention of the 
City Superintendent, Dr. Maxwell, for 
his incorrigible and semi-criminal con- 
duct. Dr. Maxwell thought there might 
be something abnormal in his constitu- 
tion and had him examined by Dr. 
Croain, who found the boy suffering 
with aneroids. These were removed, and 
up to date the boy has become a 
changed character. 

It seems the consensus of opinion is 
thr.t before long all colleges will make 
systematic physical training compulsory. 
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Why then wait till public opinion forces 
the step? Why not lead in the move- 
ment and not follow? 

If this matter is as important as is 
claimed, time for it not only can be 
found, but should be made. 

Let the young fellow with his well- 
developed body and physical prowess be 
honoured for it on the football team or 
track — but do not imagine because the 
University holds a thousand champion- 
ships that the poorly-developed and weak 
are being benefitted, or that the phy- 
sical well-being of the average gradu- 
ate is being advanced. Far from it. 
Indeed, championships, as a rule, depend 
upon highly-specialized individuals, and 
the more attention that is paid to these, 
the less the other fellow gets. 



McGill students may yell with might 
and main that she is "All right, 7 9 but 
do not deceive yourselves, you will never 
be that till all parts of your being 
receive equal attention.

E. Woodruff, of 
the U.S. Army and Navy Medical Ser- 
vice in the tropics, from Plattsburg, 
X.Y. 

Major Woodruff spoke at some length 
on the subject, " The Injurious effects 
of strong sunlight/' a subject upon which 
he has done a great deal of work, and 
made many observations. He dealt with 
the injurious effects of strong sunlight 
on all forms of life, plant, amd animal, 
and, most of all, on man; pointing out 
that there is no absolutely ideal climate 
in the world, bu»c that each individual 
must naturally seek and live in that 
climate most adapted for him, and that 
"the survival of the fit'eest" of every 
type was directly influenced by, and 
due to, in very large extent, tihe climate 
of that particular place of residence. 

Dean Koddick moved a vote of thanks 
to the speaker for his able address, 



seconded by Prof. McBride, both com- 
menting favorably upon it. 

Prof. Ru'ctan was then called upon, 
and in reply in his usual clear, concise, 
manner, explained the action of light 
from the chemist's point of view. 

The meeting then adjourned to Lec- 
ture Room Xo. II., where both Profes- 
sors and students were served with re- 
freshments by the members of che En- 
tertainment Committee, who had well 
looked after the wants of the inner 
man, ajnd everybody went home feeling 
that it was one of the happiest amd most 
pleasant evenings ever spent at Old 
McGill.

Y. M. C. A. 

Those McGill men who are interested 
in the extension of the work of the 
Young Mejn's Christian Association 
amongst Vhe colleges of the world, will 
be glad to read a few extracts from re- 
ports coming in from Mr. ( . A. Adams. 
McGill '02, who is the representative 
of McGill Y.M.C.A. in Ceylon. Mr. 
Adams writes as follows: — 

"From the first I have' been made to 
feel by the missionaries. Christian work- 
ers, and business men, whom I have met, 
thrfc they welcome me to CeyW, and 
acknowledge that there is a work here 
for which our Association is particu- 
larly adapted. The Association move- 
ment in Ceylon, and particularly in 
Colombo, is acknowledged to be a great 
force in the evangelization of Ceylon. 
And with a few exceptions they are 
prepared to give personal assistance in 
the working of our plans." 

"The Hon. Mr. Baumgar\:en, District 
Magistrate at Calle, told me last May 
that he considered that the Calle 
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Y. 1JL C. A. was doiiitf much for 
the moral and spiritual welfare 
of the young men of the place, and 
that he was very glad to con tribute this 
share towards its running expenses." 

''Sir William Twynam, a former Gov- 
ernment AgenV at Jaffna, takes a per- 
sonal interest in the Jaffna Association 
of whieh he is President." 

"The leaders of the Colombo Parsee 
Community contribute annually towards 
our work, and are glad to have their 
sons become members of the Associa- 
tion. A leading Buddhist welcomed Vhe 
forming of the Bambalapitiya Branch 
of our Colombo work, as he wanted his 
sons to join; he has become an annual 
contributor." 

"It is not ^necessary for me to give in 
detail the requests from missionaries 
and others in outside districts, who are 
continually asking me to come to their 
towns and do something for the local 
Associations — requests to which it has 
been impossible for me to respond be- 
eauee of the constant demands made by 
the Colombo work upon my time." 

One of the Ceylon newspapers, in com- 
menting upon the Opening of a new 
branch Y.M.C.A. at Bambalapitiya, on 
November 10th, uses the following para* 
graph: — 

"the Association has already begun 
its work in the new premises. There is 
a reading-room, with a good supply of 
magazines and other reading master. In- 
door games, punching ball, quoits, etc., 
are also provided. It is hoped that a 
tennis court will soon be available for 
the use of the members. Heretofore, 
Bambalapitiya has not afforded a place 
where it* young men could find a club 
life with clean, wholesome environments. 
The Y.M.C.A. is meeting a long-felt 
want in that direction. " 



Delta Sigma 

The last meeting of the Delti <igma 
for the year 1906 was held at the 
R. V. G. on Dec. 7th. The Preside.it. 
Miss Wisdom, was again able to be pres- 
ent, and took the chair. 

The subject for the day, "Heroine? of 
Dante and Shakespeare," was a continua- 
tion of that taken up six weeks ago, 
when papers were read' on "Heroines of 
Ancient Epics. " 

The first paper for the day was given 
by Miss Stanton on Dante's Beatrice. 
Mififl Stanton, in opening, gave a brief 
sketch of Dante's life, leading up to the 
time when he first met Beatrice, which 
seems to have been the turning point in 
his career. The sadness of his exile in 
later years was also noted, for it was 
during this time that he wrote hi- ''Di- 
vine Comeaty." 

Dantes Beatrice occupied a double po- 
sition in his mind and poem, for from be- 
ing the merely human person she be- 
came transformed into divine wisdom. 
>She became the golden thread running 
through his poem, the personification of 
mystic love, ethereal beauty, womanly 
purity, and divine wisdom. 

The second division of the subject, 
"The Women of Shakespeare, " was taken 
up by Mitt Ti -enholnie. This was a very 
comprehensive paper, stretching over the 
vast held of Shakespeare and noting all 
the principal 1 feminine character- there- 
in. 

Miss Trenholme first divided her sub- 
ject into two parts, the "historical char- 
acters" and the "purely fictional." noting 
that the historical heroines were fewer 
in numiber t'han the purely fictional, also 
that they were very often hardly recog- 
nizable in Shakespeare's presentation of 
them, the mere fact of their having ex-

isted bring sometimes the only use Shake- 
speare makes of history. 

Miss TrenhoLme then passed' on to one 
after another of Shakespearc'> women, 
noting tile striking points in each, ex- 
panding, among others, the malevolence 
of Lady .Macbeth, the purity and sweet- 
ness of Imogen, the intellect of Portia, 
the writ of Beatrice, the impulsive, pas- 
sionate character of Juliet, the weakness 
of Ophelia, and the wonderful but re- 
served personalty of Cordelia. 

She also noted the fact that nearly all 
of Shako-pt arc's women were delightful 
types of young maidenhood, who would 
make charming friends if they could be 
transported 1 to the twentieth century. 
"Shakespeare wrote, not for an age, but 
for all time." 

In closing. Miss YVisdoax called the
